MEMOIR OF REV. JOSEPH L. McGHEE. 

Joseph L. McGhee was born in Smyth county. Virginia, June (j, 1344. In 
1858, when but a boy, under the ministry of James W. Dickey, he made a profes- 
I sion of faith in Christ, and was received into the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

I South. 

He was licensed to preach the 10th of February, 1869. Tn October the same year 
he was admitted on trial in the Ilolston Conference, and appointed as junior • 
preacher, under Jacob Brilhart, on the Sweetwater and Philadelphia circuit. 

In October, 1870, lie w r as appointed in charge of the Madisonville circuit. To 
this work he was reappointed the following year. In October, 1872. he was ap- 
pointed to the Morristown circuit, where he remained but a few months, when by i 
a severe attack of diarrhoea he was forced to give up Iris work. With this wasting 1 

I disease which became chronic, he suffered eight months, until the 18th of Septeiu- ijj 

| ber, 1873. at his father's residence in Smyth county, Virginia, he died in great 
! peace 

Brother McGhee was no ordinary young man. With a high order of intellec- 
tual endowments which were in early life dedicated to God, and trained to his ser- j 
vice bv intelligent Christian parents, he seemed called to much higher destinies in , 
the militant Church, but a. mysterious Providence lias ordered otherfiw, and this 1 
strong young workman God has called from the walls of Zion to tho palace of tko 
i Heavenly city. — — ~ 




During the time of In's illness a ml intense suffering, lie was never henvd to com- 
plain of the ehastenings of his Father's ban !, bur with sti on t .faith and great re- 
signation to the Divine will, lie was enabled to give mar ■ l evidences of the sup- 
porting grace of Gocl to His suffering children. 

He was visited by :t meiuberof tins Conference during his last illness, who ever 
found him exulting in the hope of the Gospel which lie hud so often preached to 
others. 

The day before his death, he was ashed, in view of his <■ .rly dissolution, if he 
had any message to sen 1 to his brethren of the Hols on Cimi'evcuce.

We would urge upon the fathers and mothers of the Church, the great importance j 
of having their children trained in our own Sunday Schools, and fed with that ij 
food which our own literature supplies. 

We deem it of the utmost importance to our Church that Methodist Schoolsshall 
exist wherever practicable, and that union schools be dis ountenanced. 

: We cannot close this report without thanking Dr. Haygood for tlie excellent 

manner in which he performs his duties as commander in chief of the Sunday 
School forces. 

We regard the Uniform Lesson system as an admirable one, because it unites the 
children of the Church into one common family, speaking the same language. 

We heartily commend these les ions and all the Sunday School publications to 
our entire people, and urge upon all the important duty of helping Dr. Haygood in 
the noble work of building up Sunday Schools. 

As an important auxiliary to Sunday Schools and for the purpose of interesting 
the children in the work, \ve earnestly advise that the pastors of our Churches do 1 
what they can to form the Schools into missionary societi<s, an t that it be under- ; 

stood that a certain per cent of all money s, contributed to the treasury, be put i 

aside for missionary purposes.

EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Education makefile following report : 

Regarding the educational ns next in importance, to the spiritual interests of the 
Church, your Committee have endeavored thoroughly to understand the workings 
of the institutions of learning under the control of the Conference. Much that is 
important and interesting in' regard to District Conference Schools, and Schools 
and Colleges managed as corporations, and private enterprises, but presided over 
and operated by members of your body, lias been laid before your Committee. 

But inasmuch as these latter institutions are understood to be but handmaidens 
to the higher order of colleges, the creatures and pride of the Conference, we can 
but subordinate them to Conference colleges, in order to present the result of our 
labors as briefly as possible. 

Nothing has given us more pleasure in the examinations we have made into 
these matters than the condition, management and operations of “Emory and 
Henry College.” 

Since 1837 this college has justly been the pride of this Conference, and now af- 
ter the lapse of thirty-six vears, ir has fully demonstrated the "is lorn of its pro- 
jectors, and stands a monument to tbe indomitable energy of your own near 
Fulton, and the faithful agency of his successors. It has passed the breakris 
financially, and wit! out endowment, except the farm upon which tbe buildings 
stand; it has accommodations for two hundred and fifty students, and is free from 
debt. 

It is scarcely necessary at til's day to call the attention of the Conference and 
the public to the advantages, lo ation ; its puritv of climate, beauty of lan 'scape, 
and above all it* exemption from the allurements to vice which are found in the 
Urgptfcuro* - and- cities. At no period in its history' has' the college had 
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S learned and energetic Faculty. With no ordinary satisfaction do we announce 

!! to the Conference the notable fact that all the members of the Faculty are men of 
God. And as they daily bring the body and mind under the necessary stress of 
discipline, they sow the good seeds of Gospel truth in the hearts of the young men 
committed to their care. 

Besides the pride which the Conference has in this institution, its members are 
in some measure brought under obligations to this institution for its liberality to 
some of its members, and to the sons of others. 

During the last year the college has remitted tuition to the ministers and minis- 
ters’ sons for the most part belonging to this Conference, to the amount of more j j 
than eleven hundred dollars. 

But while Emory and Henry is out of debt, and is paying current expenses 
| with the attendance of one hundred and fifty students, still its usefulness is cur- | 

\ tailed for the want of one hundred more students, for whom it has ample accom- j; 

| mo lations. 

j Many competitors for patronage are growing up around it. An increase of pat- ; 
ronage'must be effected. The day never will come when the preachers of this j 
Conference can be absolved from an active agency for the college. They cannot 
afford to do without its help, in advancing the Redeemers kingdom.

MARTHA WASHINGTON COLLEGE. 

This is now the only Female College owned and controlled by this Conference. 
During the past year this institution has been, in the providence of God. doing its 
work nobly : a complete organization lias been maintained, the instruction has 
been marked by thoroughness and accuracy to a degree that is unusual among the 
seminaries of tiie country lor the education of young ladies. To this statement 
tiie testimony is most conclusive, coaling from the visitors appointed by your body, 
and without solicitation from many of the most distinguished educators and schol- 
ars in the laud. There has not only been a high standard of mental attainment, 
but the moral and religious tout of the college lias been of the most elevating and 
healthful character. The government has Been faithfully and kindly adminis- 
tered, the best interests of the pupils have been carefully and constantly considered 
by the Faculty, and the social atmosphere has been pare, refining and invigora- 
ting. We are confident that no college for young ladjes offers more inducements 
for the promotion of a desire among the pupils for large and liberal culture, and 
to the encouragement of voluntary Christian activity among them. 

Those having its oversight and control having thus endeavored to place the insti- 
tution upon a large basis, and make it worthy of the Church, a pride among her 
kindred, it is a matter of surprise and regret that the appreciation of it on the 
part of the Church has not been attested by a patronage commensurate with its 
acknowledged merits. We arc glad, however to be able to report an improvement 
in this direction. Though the session has not been open j et one month, the num- 



ber of boarders already entered is forty-two, with the usual local patronage. 
Could the preachers of this Conference be brought to a realization o: 



of their 



responsibility in the premises, we believe the time is not far distant when the in- 
trinsic value of its instructions, together with its relation to the Church and tiie 
work it pr -pos s to do for the Church and the world will be generally recognized, 
an l fill its halls to the extent of their capacit}*. 

Your Committee regret to astonish the Conference with the statement that Mar- 
tha Washington is un ler financial embarrassment. This condition of things is 
not attributable to ii s present efficient President, Maj. R. VT. Jones. For during 
the two years of his management just past, the college cleared the handsome sum 
of 91,300, the first year, anl §1,000 the second; and this with a patronage of 
only about thirty-seven boarding pupils. The College docs not ask further contri- 
bution from the generous hands of the preachers ; it docs not propose to tax them 
with the task of exacting contributions from the people of their charges. 

Wc fully endorse the view presented in the report of the Board of Visitors made 
to your body during the present sitting — that what the school is worthy of and es- 
sentially needs is a largely increased patronage. Give the college thirty additional 
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1 boarders, and the faculty of the college, instead of ?1,000 excess of income 
over expenses at present patronage, will insure the annual income of §3,250, or an 
increase of $2,25o profits. These estimates arc carefully made with a full knowl- 
edge of their import. “VV ho is able lor these things ?” A pci sistent, united effort 
on the part of the members of this Conference would do much to secure this 
important result. 

If the Conference would concentrate its paternal affections, its energies and in- 
fluence on Martha Washington as the school lor the higher culture of young 
ladies, it would give it a name and a presrige that would not only elevate it above 
the competition of mere local enterprises, but would enable it, with superior scho- 
lastic advantages, its attractive surroundings and its acceptability and unparal- 
lelled healthfulness of location, to attract an increased patronage from beyond the 
limits of the Conference. Look at what the Virginia and Lull i more Conferences 
have done for Randolph Macon College ! 

Members of the Ilolston Conference come to the rescue of your colleges — espe- 
cially these twin angels of moral and intellectual advancement, Emory and 
•Henry and Martha Washington. Elevate yourselves to the demands of the" pres- 
ent, and assist these institutions to adjust their plans and marshal their resources 
for their Heaven-imposed mission in the future. 

Your Committee, according to the mandate of your body, have carefully exam- 
ined the provisions of the charter, incorporating Martha Washington College, and 
find that its terms are ample to insure the well being of the property for the lu- 
ture, except in one particular. Therefore we would recommend that the Conference 
memorialize the next Legislature of Virginia so to amend said charter that the 
Hoard of Trustees be, ioreverin the future, prohibited from making contracts that 
would be a charge on the college property.

niWASSEE COLLEGE. 

After a year of suspension this institution rc-opencd on the 4tli of August last, 
with eighty-five students, I’eprc senting nearly all the Southern States. The build- 
ings have been entirely overhauled and greatly improved. Our brother J. II. 
Brunner, its President, is^earncstly and 1 ;; i thirdly at work, full of hope and 
promise for the future. We commend him and his work to the favorable consider- 
ation of the public.

ASHEVILLE FEMALE COLLEGE. 

Your Committee would also represent that they have received information es- 
teemed to be valuable to the Conference, in reference to Asheville Female College, 
and therefore have concluded to bring it to the attention of the Conference. The 
Conference may now if it chooses, repossess itself of that j roperty on very liberal 
and favorable terms. We learn that a large number of the stockholders, (it is 
owned by a joint stock company) will donate the whole or a large part of their 
stock, if the Conference undertake in good faith to purchase it. 

The company owes about $2,000, partially provided for. have already paid 
§1(5, GOO, and have added improvements, &c., at least §2,50<‘, equal to §21,100. 

The property is estimated to be worth at least §25,000. Conference could now, 
perhaps obtain full possession for some §8,^00 or SlO.oOf — hss than one half its 
original indebtedness or present value. Could the Conference raise §2,0(10 within 
the next year, it could at once r cssi ss itself of about one ninth of the cay ital stock. 

At present your Committee have but one recommendation to make, and that is 
the reappointment of brother James S. Kennedy to its Presidency, according to 
the prayer of the Trustees of said college. 

SULLINS COLLEGE. 

The communication referred to your Committee, from the Trustees of Sullins 
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College, now under the Presidency of brother D. Sullins, a member of your own 
body, shows him to possess the same industry and energy as an instructor that he 
| does as a pas' or. 

At the request of the Trustees, your Committee recommend that brother Sullins 
i be appointed the President of said college. 

WEAVE RVILLE HIGH SCHOOL. 

! At the request of the authorities of this School we recommend that brothers R. 

W. Pickens and James McCampbell be severally rc-appointed, the former the 
;! Agent for, and the latter a Professor in said school. 

Your Committee take occasion to note the rapidly increasing educational facili- 
ties throughout the entire bounds of the Conference, through the instrumentalities ! 
of individual and local enterprises, and the agency of the District Conferences. 

The want of this class of institutions has long been felt. This wjint has greatly i 
I embarrassed the legitimate work of our colleges. 

Properly guarded, they are, in the future, to be the great entered apprentices, 
i preparing the rough ashlers to be polished and burnished by master workman in 
| our colleges. 

Beit your Committee are unanimously of opinion that any effort to divert the 
proper patronage from our own worthy colleges is suicidal and ruinous, and it is 
the great duty of oqr Church and people, first of all, to build up and strengthen 
and establish our Conference educational enterprises. And that whenever their 
interests come in conflict with other enterprises that our position as a Conference j 
should be on the side of self interest, inasmuch as such action comports with con- 
sistency, and is promotive of the best interests of tl>e Church by giving us a I 
stronger motive power for the advancement of Christ’s Kingdom. 

There are some measures of conciliation which very forcibly impress your Com- 
mittee as feasible — but prudence at this time demands silence on our part. 

Trusting that God. through the instrumentality of his servants, our educators, ( 
may during the ensuing year, bring hundreds of the students of our colleges into 
the fold of Christ, we submit our report.

TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance submit the following repor ' : 

We are as much as ever convinced of the many great and terrible evils of in/em- 
j perance. 

Your Committee arc of opinion that this vice is not on the increase except in a 
few localities. The causes that have contributed to its restraint are the restric- j 
! tions under which the Government permits its manufacture, together with the ac- 
| tiou of individual communitits and corporations by the exercise of the power of 
franchise. It is to this power we must look lor the abolishment of this pernicious 
! evil. 

I But that power can only be made available when the moral sense of a people 
I is educated up to just and proper ideas of religion and morality. • 

For this education, the world is dependent mainly upon the Pulpit and the Press. 
These are the powers behind the throne that form opinion and mold character. 

We then, ns the conservators of the interests of our people, socially, morally, and 
intellectually, cannot divest ourselvts of the great responsibility we are under, j 
If we should, the fearful denunciations of God would rouse us to a sense of so 
j great a dereliction of duty. 

‘•Woe,” says God, “to them that are mighty to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink, that rise up early in the morning that they may follow 
strong di’ink — that continue until night, till wine inflame them ! And the harp ‘ 
and the viol and tabret, and pipe and wine are in tlieir feasts, but they regard not j 
the work of the Lord, neither consider the operatiors of his hands ; therefore hell 
! hath enlarged herself and opened her mouth without measure; and their glory 
and tlieir pomp, and he that rejoiceth shall descend into it. And the mean man 
shall be brought down and the mighty man shall be humbled, and the eyes of the 
lofty shall be humbled, but God that is holy, shall be smetified in righteousness.” 
‘•Woe to them that are mighty to drink wine! therefore as the fire clevoureth the 
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stubble, and as the flame consumeth the chair, so their root shall be as rottenness 
and their blossom go up as the dust.” 

With these solemn declarations before u«, it becomes our plain imperative duty 
to “cry aloud and spare not” to “reason of righteousness, temperance and judg- 
ment. Though intemperance with brazen face may dare to invade the sanctity of 
the pulpit; let us show our people their transgressions, the “House of Jacob their 
sins.” Silence with us cn such an issue becomes treason against the kingdom of 
God. 

And while we denounce a vice so fearfully pernicious, let not the disgraceful re- 
proach becastupon us that was upon the Pharisees — “t.iey say but do not.” 0! let 
us be clean that “bear the vessels of the Lord.”
